each. In case of death, absence or in-
ubility of the Attorney Geueral, the
Solicitor General is to fill the place;
the solicitors of the Treasury) of ln-
ternal Revenue, of the Navy, Judge
Advocate General and Exanminer of
Claims of the State Dgpartment, and
their assistants, to be tranferred to the
Department of Justice. KExcept upon
a constitutional question, the Attorney
(Genersl may require the written opin-
ion of apy of his subordinates- upon
any legdl subject submitted to him.
The Atiorney General may direct the
Solicitor General to, or may himself
argue cases in the Supreme Court, or
may send the Solicitor to any State to
argue cases in which the United States

iw interested. The Solicitor and Assist- |

ant Attorney Generals tobe appoiuted
by the Presidént, by and with the con-
#ent of the -Benate. Subordinate of-
ficers and clerks to be sppointed by the
Attorney General. A stenographic
clerk to be appuinted for the Depart-
ment, at a salary of two thousand 1ol-
Jars. The supervisory powers now ex-

e

ercised by the Secretary of the Inte~
rior over accounts of district attorneys, |
marshals, elerks, and other officers of
the Courts of the United Statos shall |
be exercised by the Attorncy General. |
The conduct of all judicial proceed-.
ings and the attorneys of the United
Etates are to be under the eontrol of
the Attorney Gevoeral. The Secretary |
of the Treasury and other heads of de- |
partments are no longer authorized to |
employ attornesys®as counsel at the ex-
pense of the Unpited States. but must
rely upon the Department of Justice.
Provision is made for employing ad-

stances, when, in the cpinion of the
Attorwey General, there is pecessity for
it.  The Attorney General is to make
an ‘annaal report to Congress, and to
have printed from tiwe to time at the
(rovernment rprinting office one thou-

*uch opinions of his and
assistants 28 he may deem valuable for
preservatiou. Each bead of any de-
partment of the Government may re~
quire the opinion of the Attorney Gen-
eral on all questions of law arising in
rhe admivistration of their respective
departments.
